But when the At 
torney-General declares he cannot understand the 
attitude of otherwise law-abiding citizens onggmosegg 
the prohibition law we think he is uncandid. This 
attitude, so mystifying to the Attorney-General, 
seems to us to be as clear as daylight. The other- 
wise law-abiding citizen who breaks the prehibition 
law does so because he does not believe there is any- 
thing inherently criminal im breaking that law. He 
resents the prohibition law as atyrannical attempt on 
the Government's part to regulate his personal hab- 
ts. His conscience does not prompt him to obey that 
law, vor does it reproach him for breaking it. 

This otherwise law-abiding citizen who breaks the 
rohibition law is found in every class of society. 
If he is not the majority of the people he is surely 
a big minority. What are we going to do about him, 
or about the condition his lawlessness presents? Can 
we frighten him into obeying this law by showing 
him the terrible consequences that may follow if he 
persists in breaking it? Are we going to entreat him 
to obey this law as he does all other _— because, as 
Mr. Sargent says, “this is the law” 

It is patent that the Attorney-General of the Unit- 
ed States has done no thinking om this subject. He 


has simply repeated the dogmatic drivel of the pro- 


fessional drys. In our judgment the American peo 
ple are fed up on that stuff. They expect it. of 
course, from the paid ballyhoos of prohibition, but 
when agi head of the — of Justice of the 


and ate eee ent we have a aoe to Shinn a 


contribution of some worth to the question.

| We assert that when a great proportion of otherwise 


law-abiding people have been made law-breakers by a 
law, that very fact indicts that law. 

That is the testimony of Dr. Christian Gauss, dean 
of the college of Princeton University. He says 
problem of drinking is serious at Princeton. Much 
of the drinking, he says, is dene in “dives,” where 
“the law is broken in many wars.” He further de 
clared that “we cannot ignore the faPt that prohi- 
bition is causing a general lowering of the morals 
of students in every upbiversity in the land.” But 
that is the fact which the supporters of proebibition 
do ignore. That ts the fact which peliticians ignore. 
That ts the fact which the heads of universities in 
the so-malled dry belt ignore. That is the fact which 
Attorney-General Sargent ignores. 

It ts a futile policy they are pursuing. No great 
public wrong was ever cured by ignoring it. No 
vicious law was ever corrected by enforcing it or by 
haranguing the people to obey it. The prohibitio 
law {fs a colossal, terrible failure. There is but one

Such a wicked fairy tale it was, and 
Hans Andersen was a bad man to suggest that some 
_ day royalty might even figurativeiy go up in smoke. 
‘No wonder he hid the prophecy away and kept it 
secret until death. 

But it came to pass that when Hans had been dead 
a long time and many things in the world had 


changed, men found the oid hidden story. And in’ 


they read it. Strange as it may seem, they were not 
mad at Hans for writing such a tale. or shocked be- 
cause it poked fun at Kings and Queens. Because. 
since Hans wrote that fabie many Kings hare had 
windews in their chests and men have peeped into 
these windows. And many Kings and Queens, alas 
have gome up in smoke. Besides, it is the fashion 
nowadays to poke fun at royalty. Most of them live
